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SAFTYE was initiated in 1973 in response to a 
national and statewide concern for the reduction 
of highway fataiities and injuries among young 
drivers. Through Traffic Safety Projects pianned 
and carried out by young drivers, a greater 
awareness and understanding of traffic safety 
probiems has been acquired. 

Ail of these activities fall within the framework 
of the statewide program called SAFTYE 9Stop 
Auto Fatalities Through Youth Efforts). It's purpose 
is to encourage students to carry out school and 
community traffic safety projects involving their 
peers as weii as Elementary and Junior High 
Schools students. Their participation in these 
events enables them to have a positive influence 
upon younger groups, to fel good about their 
efforts, and to stop the number one killer of teen¬ 
agers ... traffic fatalities. 

To allow for a statewide exchange of ideas. 
SAFTYE has sponsored an annual conference 
since 1973. The Washington Traffic Safety Com¬ 
mission funded the SAFTYE project through var¬ 
ious agencies and organizations until 1984 when 
the youth program coordinator position was cre¬ 
ated for the commission. The coordinator is the 
liason between the clubs and the commession 
and also could be considered as the state advi¬ 
sor. 


Encore is a performing arts 
club consisting of members who 
participate in all facets of dra¬ 
matics production. The club met 
on Thursdays in advisor Carol 
Franklin's room. 

Activities for this year Included 
the student written play "Victo¬ 
ria's Christmas" that traveled to 
local grade schools, a segment 
of a mystery play for "An Even¬ 
ing with the Arts", and the spring 
production of "The mouse That 
Roared".
